celebrated his s\lvcr jubilee two years 
ago and it was during his pastorship at 
St. Paul's that the church celebrated 
its golden jubilee. 


Father McGlinn did much to build 


up the Church of St. Paul and it wus 
Q'.ving to his untiring gial that the 
church was beautified and enlarged. 
He was held in love and esteem by all 
« ho knew him and he was noted for 
his amiability and his sweetness of 
character. 
He had no enemies and 


«as esteemed by both the laity and 
cleigy. 
His charitable desds were 


many and the poor will mourn h;m as

nervous debility is a distinctive ail- 
ment of our gc'neraUon. While cer- 
triin forms of nervous disease, such as 
epilepsy, l-iysteria, St. ViUis' dance 
and hypochondria, have been known 
tor agns, nervous prostration is a new 
form of penalty for overwork. 
He 


continues : 


"It is only within the last fifteen 


years that we have begun to reap tbe 
harvest of ills which our generation has 
sown. 
The disease has begun to attack 


all ranks and conditions of men. 
It 


is no longer confined to scientists, 
officials, 
medical 
men, 
merchants, 


bankers, journalists and teachers. 
It 


seeks its victims among simple clerks, 
factory-hands, and seamstresses ; our 
children are affected by it, and some 
of the more ancient forms of nervous 
affections, which seemed to be con- 
fined to the gentler sex, are now notice- 
able among men to an alarming extent. 
In France, the classic realm of hysteria, 
the men are said to be as much 
attacked by it as the women. 


"No doubt the overworked condition 


of the pupils in our schools has much 
to do with their nervous prostration. 
Luckily, reform has already set in, and 
the college.boy of the present, time is 
much better off than we were. 
How 


far this applies to girls, I am unable 
to say. 
But if our boys are less over-

"A good many years ago the Co- 


mancho Indians used to harry and an- 
noy tho people of Texas b> predatory 
incursions, pretty much, I fancy, as the 
Scottish highlanders did their brethren 
who dwelt in less mountainous regions,'' 
said Colonel Alf Mason of the Lone 
Star State.

Some unusually 
cruel raids, in which a number of white 
women and little children were butch- 
ered, about the year 1809, in William- 
son county, not far from the state capi- 
tal, caused tho resentment of the people 
to rise to a boiling pitch, and vengeance 
was sworn against the whole tribe of 
marauding red demons. The affair was 
so ruthless in its atrocity thut it came 
very near being the cause of a whole- 
sale slaughter of the Indians, which 
could havo scarcely been justified.

Tho old man advanced it coolly 
and could wiJh difficulty be persuaded 
to abandon it.

QUEEN VICTORIA'S CORONATION. 


A Description of the Event as Seen by the 


ramouK Bean Stanley. 


Tho following concerning Dean Stan- 


ley's view of the coronation of Queen 
* ictoria is taken from a recently pub- 
lished life of that remarkable man: 


At 10:80 another gun announced that 


she was at the abbey door, and in 
about a quarter of an hour the proces- 
sion appeared from under the organ, 
advancing up the pxirple approach to 
the chancel, every one leaning over, 
and in they came. First the great dukes, 
struggling with their enormous trains, 
then bishops, etc., and then the queen, 
with her vast crimson train outspread 
by eight ladies all in white, followed 
by the great ladies of her court in enor- 
mous crimson trains and the smaller 
ladies with delicate sky blue trains trail- 
ing along the dark floor. When she 
came within the full view of the gor- 
geous abbey she paused as if for breath 
and clasped her hands. The orchestra 
broke out into the most tremendous 
crash of music I ever heard, "I was 
glad when they said nnto me, 'Let us 
gp into the house of the Lord.' " 
, 


Every one literally gasped for breath 


from the intense interest, and the rails 
of the gallery visibly trembled in one's 
hands from tho trembling of the specta- 
tors. 
I never saw anything like it. 


Tears would have been a relief. One 
felt that the queen must sink into the 
earth under the tremendous awe. But 
at last she moved on to her place by the 
altar, and, as I hetird from my cousin 
who had a place close by, threw herself 
on her knees, buried her face in her 
hands and evidently prayed fervently. 
For the first part the silence was so 
great that at my extreme point I conld 
hoar quite distinctly the tremulous but 
articulate voice of the archbishop.

TOO MANY SPARROWS. 


The ICnellsIi Bird Is Not Even a Favorite In 


His Own Home, 


It appears that the detested English 


sparrow is by no means a general favor- 
ite in his own home across the water, 
where his habits have been more care- 
fully noted. 


In the course of his paper on "AVild 


Birds, Useful and Injurious," in tho 
Koyal Agricultural society's journal, 
Mr. C. F. Archibald says: "The sparrow 
has received an overflowing measure of 
abuse from farmers and gardeners, and, 
notwithstanding all that has been urged 
in its favor by enthusiastic advocates, 
there can be little doubt that it deserves- 
a large share of the vituperation be- 
stowed upon it. The keynote to the spar- 
row's character it, to be found in the 
delusion under which it labors that 
corn growing is carried on for its es- 
pecial benefit. Grain is undoubtedly the 
mainstay of the sparrow. 
This it ob- 


tains in the fields at seedtime, when 
sprouting, in the unripe, milky condi- 
tion, and when fully matured. At this 
last named period a quantity of grain is 
wasted by being shaken out on the 
ground by the birds, in addition to the 
amount actually consumed. At this 
time, too, numbers of sparrows which 
live for the greater part of the year in 
towns are tempted to visit the field, 
their grimy appearance proclaiming 
their usual haunts. 


"In gardens the sparrow finds full 


scope for its destructive propensities in 
devouring peas, of which it is very fond, 
as well as a few gooseberries and cher- 
ries. In the most mischievous way, too, 
it pulls to pieces the flowers of the 
croons, dahlia, primrose, polyanthus, 
hepatioa, heartsease, wistaria, the shoots 
of pinks and carnations, the pods of the 
laburnum and the blossom of fruit 
trees. It also does considerable damage 
to beds of young radishes and lettuces, 
besides levying toll on the grass seeds 
sown on lawns. 
On the other hand, it 


must be freely admitted that the spar- 
row does a great deal of good. 


''Among the pests destroyed by the 


sparrows are wireworms, daddy long- 
legs, weevils from peas and beans, 
aphides, caterpillars of various kinds, 
houseflies, 'blue beetles,' 'black beetles' 
and white butterflies. In some districts 
choviss, otherwise known as Maybugs, 
occasionally do immense damage, and 
at such times sparrows have been seen 
with their mouths crammed full of 
them. The quality of weed seeds which 
the sparrow eats must also be placed to 
its credit, for in this way ie helps to 
suppress such objectionable plants as 
charlock, corn bind weed, goosefoot, 
knotgrass, buttercup, dandelion, chick- 
weed and dock."

Ho had only time to see her 
hands raised and to hear her cry, and 
boforo he oouldput his hand upon tho 
lovor ho felt ipjerk under the wheels 
and knew that all was over. Since that 
night ho has never boon on an engine. 
For months he did not sleep and later 
becamo practically insane, but only on 
the 0110 point of seeing and hearing the 
woman his engine killed. Now he goes 
about harmlessly and aimlessly, but he 
has to bo kept away from railroads, and 
in his fretful sleep ho awakes with cries 
and p iroxysms of horror. 
The other 


case is that of a man who was conductor 
of a train on the Camden and Amboy, 
whose train had an accident. He oanio 
out all right himself, but it preyed so 
upon bis mind that one night ho left his 
homo, ;md going to the point where the 
accident occurred threw himself in 
front of n passing tiain, receiving in- 
juries from which ho died.—Philadel- 
phia Times.

TOWNLEY'S HEIR. 


There aro a few Philadolphians liv- 


ing who still remember the "Fourteen 
Chimneys, " a noted city landmark dat- 
ing back to tho Revolution. They were 
recognized in tho old directories thus: 
"Sam. May, oystcrman, No. 5 Fourteen 
Chimneys." 
They stood on tho west 


side of Fifth street, abova Race, and ex- 
tended from tho southwest corner of 
Mulberry alley south to the present No. 
222, now an ink factory. 
In fact, tho 


back part of this establishment is tho 
only portion of tho building loft, and 
this was a part of the Ettris m.'uision, 
belonging to a curious family who owned 
much of tho land thereabouts and noted 
for eccentricities in dress and opinions. 
There wero in all eight houses, and they 
had been built to fit tho chimneys, as 
those wore irrach higher than the two 
story dwellings. Those stood back from 
tho street and had gardens in front from 
which (ho neighbors were supplied with 
vegetables. 


Tho principal industry hero in early 


times must have been butchering, as 
layers of bones, rattle horns and heads 
aro turned np when tho street has been 
opened. 
In 1818 ono of the most re- 


spected residents of the "Fourteen 
Chimneys" was a Miss Rachel Barren, 
a bright mulatto who had been left a 
femall fortune by a member of the Bid- 
die family, whoso servant she had been 
for 20 years. 


Miss Barron was very charitable and 


did much good in aiding the poor, who 
wore plenty enough in tho numerous 
courts and alloys of that vicinity, and 
it is in this connection that our story 
begins. 


In 1800 a man named Bichard Vane 


Townlcy was living in Philadelphia. 
Ho was an Englishman, handsome in 
appearance, with polished manners and 
pleasing address. Ho had many friends, 
as it was reputed that ho camo from nn 
excellent family at home, but there was 
a mystery about his means of living. 
Ho always had plenty of money, dressed 
and lived expensively, so it was sup- 
posed that ho had an income from prop- 
erty in England, but all this w.is dissi- 
pated by tfc ropoit that ho had been 
principal in a dud at Saratoga Springs; 
that tho alleged cause was a quarrel at 
tho card table, and that the courteous, 
stately Englishman was in offoct a pro- 
fessional gambler. 


When this was known, it affected 


Mr. Townloy's position in society ad- 
versely, but card playing was a recog- 
nized industry in those times and carried 
no popular odium with it, and that gcu- 
tloman still seemed to prosper. 


When he camo to Philadelphia, his 


companion was a boy about ] 5, who 
was his only child, tho mother being 
doad. James was a delicate lad, but 
gentle, and ho was put in a private 
school and much liked by his associates, 
but his father, mindful of the vicissi- 
tudes of his profession, bound James to 
Benjamin Jones, at tho southeast corner 
of Second and Chestnut streets, to learn 
engraving, and this he did, becoming a 
good workman. His father, however, 
supplied him with too much money, 
and ho ceased to work, became unsteady 
anil finally dissipated. When loft with- 
out resources by tho death of tho older 
Townloy, ho was forced to go to work 
at his trade. 


Richard Townley left nothing to his 


son, but before dying he confided to a 
well known member of tho old bar cer- 
tain papers and told that gentleman tho 
story of his wasted life. 


In the latter part of the eighteenth 


century Aplcy Park, in Shropshire, now 
one of the show places of England, was 
owned by Sir Edmund Foster. 
It had 


once belonged to tho Lucys of Charli- 
cote and came to tho Fosters by mar- 
riage. 
Sir Edmund had two bisters. 


Ono married a Devonshire rector named 
Guilds, the other Philip Maley Town- 
ley of Shrewsbury.

Townley died early, leaving an only son 
—Richard Vane Townley. 


Richard was adopted by his bachelor 


uncle, Sir Edmund, and was sure to 
enter on an inheritance of £12,000 per 
annum, bat ho was wild and reckless 
and was sent away from Oxford in dis- 
grace, and for a time forbidden to ap- 
pear at Apley Park. 
Sir Edmund was 


getting quite infirm and much controll- 
ed and influenced by his housekeeper, 
Mrs. Darby, whu had beon in tho fam- 
ily from girlhood. 
She interceded for 


Richard, and ho was finally restored to 
favor and camo back to the park, only 
to get into a fresh scrape. 
Mrs Darby 


had a niece staying with her, a very 
beautiful and good girl, and with her 
Richard fell madly in lovo, and failing 
to got her on less honorable terms per- 
suaded her to elope and get married. 


The aunt had been away on a visit 


and returned to find her niece gone. 
Suspecting the worst, she at once in- 
formed Sir Edmund of his nephew's 
now delinquency and had him send for 
his lawyer. A new will was made and 
no mention therein of Richard Townloy. 


Shortly afterward Mrs. Darby learned 


tho truth and found that she had suo- 
ceednd in disinheriting her son-in-law, 
bat was too shrewd to lot tho master 
know the real facts, as he was intense- 
ly proud and would regard the misalli- 
ance as more flagitious than tho sup- 
posed seduction. 


Mr. Scrope of Shrewsbury was the 


family solicitor, an upright gentleman, ! 
who had known Townloy's father, and 
he persuaded tho baronet to make his 
Will as follows: Mrs. Chilcls, his niece, 
had the property for life; then her chil- 
dren by sonority inherited, and then 
heirs male, and failing tbum or issue 
the sou of Richard Townley to inherit 
in fee. As there were nine of the Guilds 
children, James Townley's chance of 
gaining tho inheritance his father had 
forfeited seemed very remote. 


Sir Edmund died, leaving a large 


personal estate in addition to Apley 
Park, and the Guilds entered into pos- 
session. 


James Townley had no force of char- 


acter and was, moreover, iniproyident 
and careless, and he added to his re- 
sponsibilities by marrying a very pretty 
young woman, named Cray, who was a 
seamstress in one of thoso ouo storied 
shops on Eighth street, below Sansom. 
Each did their best to make a living, 
but the husband's health failed, and 
then noverty came, Mrs. Tgwnloy was 


nciicaro aim coum do muo to support 
tho household, now increased by the 
birth of a sickly boy. 


Rachtjl liiirron had known the oldor 


Townlcy anrl imr't'rl his son whon ill 
with a fever, rmrl she camo forward, 
took the stricken family to Imr own 
homo at the "Fourteen (Jliinim vs" and 
cared for thorn. The husband \,.LS Uiun 
dying irom quick consumption and the 
wife fulling in health, nnrt botli wore in 
effect paupers. 


In tho month of March, 1827, a small, 


thin man, evidently English and look- 
ing very much like a turret, came to see 
James Townlcy. He wap, ho said, a 
friend of hih lather's and had but re- 
cently heard of the son's afllictioii. He 
talked sympathetically, luft several dol- 
lars and promised to call again, and 
this ho did several times, always giving 
Mrs. Townloy money. 


Eachol watched him closely and be- 


camo very distrustful. Mrs. Townley 
had told her something of her husband's 
history, aud after many injunctions to 
do nothing until she returned tho reso- 
lute Rachel paid a visit to tho late Rich- 
ard McCall. 


He heard her story indifferently, but 


advised that Mrs. Townley should sign 
no papers without letting him know of 
it. 
Tho woman hurried home, and en- 


tering the house heard some one talk- 
ing up stairs. 
She went at once to the 


Townley's room and peeped in.

James, prop- 
ped np by pillows, had before him on a 
piece of board a paper, and his wife had 
just placed a pen in his feeble hand.

Mrs. 
Chillis' husband died before tho 


baronet, and she »vas tho head of the 
family. 
Shortly alter coining to Aphiy 


Park tho eldest son broke hi.s nock iu 
the hunting field and was brought homo 
dead. His older sister was in Germany," 
and her mother received a letter telling 
of her sudden illness, and with soveral 
children, a maid and a man attendant 
started at once to cross tho channel, 
posted through France and got safely to 
Germany, and with two carriages was 
driving along the Rhine, when tho bank 
gave way and all weio precipitated into 
the river, and the maid and postilion 
alone escaped. 
Thus tho Chilcls family 


was extinguished. 


The attorney for the heir lost no titne 


in communicating with Mr. McCall, ap- 
prising him that one of their clurks 
had Bailed for America, and that his er- 
rand was to make some arrangement for 
his own benefit, with the new heir and 
to warn that gentleman at once. 


Thanks to Rachel Barron, no warn- 


ing was needed. James Townloy rlicd 
two months after hearing of his good 
fortune, and his wife, attended by Ra- 
chel, started for England. 
Inside of 


two years both the widow and son died. 
Rachel married a very respectable white 
man in tho neighborhood, movod to 
Brighton and kept a hotel there, much 
frequented by Shropshire people. 
Her 


property here was looked after by Rich- 
ard Vans, who was also a patron of her 
hotel at Brighton. 
Sho died in 1865, 


quite wealthy. 


Tho Foster family again camo into 


ownership of Apley Park, and it is now 
one of the most beautiful places in Eng- 
land.—Philadelphia Times.

TOWNLEY'S HEIR. 


There aro a few Philadelphians liv- 


ing who still remember tho "Fourteen 
Chimneys, " a noted city landmark dat- 
ing back to tho Revolution. Thoy were 
recognized in tho old directories thus: 
"Sam. May, oysterman, No. 5 Fourteen 
Chimneys.'' They stood on tho west 
si do of Fifth street, above Race, and ex- 
tended from tho southwest corner of 
Mulberry alley south to the present No. 
223, 
now an ink factory. 
In fact, tho 


back part of this establishment is tho 
only portion of tho building left, and 
this was a part of tho Ettris mansion, 
belonging to a curious family who owned 
much of tho laud thereabouts and noted 
for eccentricities in dress and opinions. 
Thorn wore in all eight houses, arid they 
had been built to fit tho chimneys, as 
these were much higher than tho two 
story dwellings. These stood back from 
tho street and had gardens in front from 
which tho neighbors were supplied with 
vegetables. 


Tho principal industry hero in early 


times must havo been butchering, as 
layers of bones, cattlo horns and heads 
aro turned up when tho street has been 
opened. 
In 1818 ono of tho most ro- 


spocted residents of tho 
"Fourteen 


Chimneys" was a Miss Rachel Barron, 
a bright mulatto who had boon loft a 
small forLuno by a member of tho Bid- 
dlo family, whoso servant sho had been 
for 20 years. 


Miss Barrou was very charitable und 


did much good in aiding the poor, who 
woro plenty enough in the numerous 
courts and alloys of that vicinity, and 
it is in this connection that our story 
begins. 


In 1800 a man named Richard Vane 


Townle., was living in Philadelphia. 
Ho was an Englishman, handsome in 
appearance, with polished manners and 
pleasing address. Ho had many friends, 
as it was reputed that ho camo from nn 
excellent family at home, but there was 
a mystery about his moans of living. 
Ho always had plenty of money, dressed 
and livod expensively, so it was sup- 
posed that ho had an income from prop- 
erty in England, but all (his was dissi- 
pated by tlfe report that ho had been 
principal in a duel at Saratoga Springs; 
that tho alleged cause was a quarrel at 
tho card table, and that tho courteous, 
stately Englishman was in effect a pro- 
fessional gambler. 


When this was known, it affected 


Mr. Towuloy's position in society ad- 
versely, but card playing was a recog- 
nized industry in those times and carried 
no popular odium with it, and thatgou- 
tlomau still seemed to prosper. 


When he oamo to Philadelphia, his 


companion was a boy about 15, who 
was his only child, tho mother being 
dead. James was a delicate lad, but 
gentle, and ho was put in a private 
school and much liked by his associates, 
but his father, mindful of tho vicissi- 
tudes of his profession, bound James to 
Benjamin Jones, at tho southeast corner 
of Second and Chestnut streets, to learn 
engraving, aud this he did, becoming a 
good workman.

Suspecting tho worst, she at once in- 
formed Sir Edmulid of his uephew's 
now delinquency and had him send for 
his lawyer. A new will was made and 
no mention therein of Richard Townloy. 


Shortly afterward Mrs. Darby learned 


tho truth aud found that she had suc- 
ceeded in disinheriting her son-in-law, 
but was too shrewd to let tho master 
know the real facts, as he was intense- 
ly proud and would regard the misalli- 
ance as moro flagitious than the sup- 
posed seduction. 


Mr. Scrope of Shrewsbury was the

vey his right to a magnificent estate for 
f260. We aro just in time, it seems. " 
^ Towuloy was almost, unconscious, bnt 
ho lived long enough to know that ho 
was. tho owner of Apley Park. 
This 


freak of fortune camo about 111 this 
manner. 


Mrs. Childs' husband died before the 


baronet, and sho was tho head of the 
family. 
Shortly after coming to Apluy 


Park tho oldest son broke his neck iu 
tho hunting field mid was brought home 
dead. His older sister was in Germany,' 
and hor mother received a letter telling 
of hor sudden illness, and with several 
children, a maid and a man attendant 
started at onco to cross tho channel, 
posted through France and got safely to 
Germany, and with two carriages was 
driving along the Rhino, when tho bank 
gave way and all woro precipitated into 
tho river, and tho maid and postilion 
alone escaped. 
Thus the Chikls family 


was extinguished. 


The attorney for the heir lost no time
